STATE ASSUMPTION OF LOCAL DEBT. 
The return of prosperous days has not, 

apparently, reconciled tothe honest pay- 
ment of their debts counties and munici- 
palities that have brought embarrassments 
on themselves. In this State,’the inclina- 
tion to transfer to the Albany Treasury the 
responsibility for local debts, remains un- 
checked; end it will remain unchecked: as 
long as it receives. the indirect encourage- 
ment afforded ‘in Gov. CoRNELL’s Message. 
Thatthere are many cases of hardship, no one 
denies. Some towns find themselves heavily 
burdened on account: of promises that were 
notfulfilled ; others grievo that the benefits 
to be reslized are not worth the price to be 
paid for them ; all complain that the taxa- 
tion incident to the policy which led to the 
indebtedness ‘operates injuriously to local 
jnterests. Nach of these classes builds 
ite . case. on 8. #eubstratnm of fact. 
There is no doubt’ as to - the 
injury done to property, or ‘as ‘to ‘the ‘de- 
pressing effecton population and. énter- 
prise. But both of theso considérations are 
beside the. question, which really is, not 
whether the indebted towns suffer, | but 
whether the whole State shall assume debts, 
contracted by ambitious towns in pursuance | 
of a policy which the great body of their 
citizens deliberately ‘approved.
